A weather-beaten house looks out of place even in the best 
kept surroundings, just as a beautiful house fails of attrac- 
tiveness ifthe yard is littered with junk. Cleaning and paint 
ing are complementary. Both must be done when required 
if satisfaction is to be secured,

PROTECTS BUYER 
AND SELLER 


New Plan For Giving Own. 
ers Full Value For Car 
Works Well 


Keen interest is being mani- 
fested by the motoring public 
generally in the Wihdsor plan of 
dealing in used cars, but some 
mix-up still appears to exist in 
the public mind as to just what 
the. Windsor plan means and 
what its benefits to the buyer 
and seller of used cars are. 


Briefly summarized, the Windsor 
plan, as {t is called, is nothing more 
or lesg than the publication at regu- 
lar intervals, by the automobile 
dealers of any community, of prices 
upon reconditioned ueed cars of 
various makes and modela. Con- 
trary to most used car plans, this 
one involves no rule nor regulations 
nor hard and fast agreements among 
the membera of an aesociation, Each 
dealer seta the prices upon his own 
produce, tysed entirely upon his 
own selling experience of the dif- 
ferent médels and without any col- 
lusion with any other dealer. If, 
through any mistaken idea of os- 
tablishing @ higher resale value as a 
selling point for his new cars, he 
attempts to inflate his used car 
prices, he alone suffers the penalty. 
His used car inventory will invari- 
ably increase aa he will be unable 
to dispose of his used stock in com- 
petition with other similar makes 
more reasonably priced. Conversely, 
he cannot afford to put his prices 


Guide” and is apparently an appeal 
to used car buyers, yet indirectly the 
whole proposition is to educate the 
new car buyer as to what he may 
reasonable expect for his used car 
in exchange.

The conference agreed that stand- 
ard traffic ordinances must be legis- 
lated in all cities to agree with the 
basic problems of transportation and 
be individual only to fit the city's 
particular needs, 

It wag also conceded that no great 
apprehension need be felt over what 
might happen in the future in al- 
ready ‘congested districts where 
buildings are being erected to even 
greater heights and drawing more 
traffic into the district. 

When congestion becomes too bad 
there is a migrutioa from the focus- 
ing point into outlying districts, a 
fact attested by the recent rise of 
neighborhood department stores.

poses. 


“Sea Sense” 

He coined an epigram---“Sea sense 
for Britain is common sense.” 

All over Britain, people are crying 
for lower taxos. But Bridgeman went 
to parliament and asked for 68,000,- 
060 pounds sterling for the navy this 
year, only half a million dollars less 
than last year 

He said parliament's obligation 
was to maintain a fleet equa! in naval 
strength to that of any other power 
-—AND provide reasonable security 
for safeguarding trade aad communi- 
cations. The bite in his speech was 
in this threat of resignation:: 

“If this house were to say that we 
no longer need be guided by such a 
formula, I for one should not be able 
to take the responsibility of occupy- 
ing the post that I do.” 

Bridgemaa, who is 62, is a Shrop- 
shire squire, a product of Eton and 
Cambridge, who started out like 
many young Englishmen by holding 
secretarial posis in various govern- 
mental departments, He became 
minister of mines, thea home secre- 
tary, and has been in charge of the 
navy department for about raree | 
years.
